ALL AND ANY NEW WORKSHOPS, FACTORIES AND 
MILLS in the same, whose construction will begin in A.D. 1972 and will employ 10 or more 
persons? Section 3834. 32 V.S. A 

Art. (11) Shall the Town vole to exempt from taxes the first 515,000.00 of the 
Appraised Value. EXCLUSIVE OF LAND, fora period of three years from the date of this 
meeting, ALL BUILDINGS whose construction will begin A.D. 1972 and USED AND 
OCCUPIED EXCLUSIVELY AS A HOME BY THE ORIGINAL OWNER(S). This 
exemption will not be granted for anv homes with an Appraised Value of less than 
$5,000.00. Said EXEMPTION being limited to ONE TRANSACTION within any 10 year 
period? Section 3836, 32 V.S.A. 

Art. (12) Shall the Town vote for the continued membership in the Rutland Regional 
Planning Commission?

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 

The following is a report of the activities of your Town office. 

The past year. 1971, was quite an interesting and eventful year. Our Sewer 
Project dragged its way through most of the year for reasons unknown which 
caused some confusion. For a period of time streets, sidewalks, lawns and private 
areas were torn up during construction of the house connection lines. Completion 
of construction, final seeding and paving is anticipated in the spring of 1972. A 
sewer plant operator was hired in anticipation that the plant would be started up 
during the latter pan of July but did not take place until November. Several 
homes in the area have been connected to the system to keep the plant in 
operation thru the winter. All connections will be completed during the spring of 
the year in a minimum of time. 

The Town Recreational area financed thru local funds, State and BOR funds 
got underway. Construction started in J uly of 197 1 thru September. The area was 
cleared, a pond was excavated, also final grading and seeding of the area around 
the pond was completed. A small area for parking will be completed in the spring. 
Some tables and fireplaces will be added for use thru the summer months. Final 
plans for a bath house and facilities have been drawn up and sent for approval to 
Montpelier. The completion of this project depends on the availability of BOR 
funds, which are limited. We have a fine area started and all people concerned 
should try to keep this area clean and free from vandalism. 

The road work accomplished this year included about .7 of a mile of 
extended tar road. Some area's shoulders were widened and strengthened with 
fill. A gradall was rented and with the use of our trucks we cleaned drainage 
ditches along the highways which hasn’t been done for some time. Along Route 
133, we extended and replaced wooden guardrails with steel posts and cable. We 
repaved about .8 of a mile of road with hot mix and resurfaced 2 miles with 
peastone and grits. The Boardman Hill bridge was in poor condition and was in 
need of repairs. With the assistance of the State and our own employees, the 
bridge was repaired and back in use within a short period of time. In most small 
towns, as in West Rutland, funds are not available for purchasing of all 
equipment that is needed to maintain highways. 

We have had a statement of progress from our Town Planning Committee. 
They have held a number of meetings and are in the process of compiling plans 
and ordinances for the Town of West Rutland. A public hearing will be held in 
the near future to revue these plans and ordinances. 

In conclusion, we thank you for your cooperation in the past year.

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REPORT ON REGIONAL PLANNING 


It is a pleasure to submit this Report of the Rutland Regional Planning 
Commission. During 1971, the RRPC had a membership of 19 Communities 
in the Rutland Region. West Rutland is represented by Francis Pawlusiak as 
Regular Commissioner and Victor Sevigny as Alternate. Meetings are held on 
the second Tuesday of each month. 

As one of 14 Regional Commissions in Vermont, the RRPC continued 
its functions of providing planning assistance, reviewing grant and develop- 
ment applications, providing technical help, assisting at committee, local plan- 
ning commission and public hearings, giving secretarial and mimeographing 
services, coordinating with state and Federal agencies, speaking to groups, etc. 

The year 1971 saw an increased emphasis on the planning process. Recently 
enacted environmental legislation has established a review procedure on most 
developments or subdivisions and local input is required if communities are 
to maintain maximum local control. Ten RRPC member communities have 
now adopted plans and eighteen have some form of by-law control, partly 
through assistance of the RRPC. Plans and model regulations have been pre- 
pared for all members and a Regional Plan is being printed. 

Despite cutbacks in Federal funding for Commission work, the RRPC 
continues to process grant applications and to conduct studies necessary for 
the availability of certain grant programs. 

A successful course for local and regional officials and other interested 
persons was sponsored by the RRPC. Information on housing, solid waste, 
subdivision regulation, environmental laws, aerial photography, population 
projections, census data, etc., has been prepared or made available. 

Cost of the planning program has been nominal and local members have 
been consistent in supporting this cost. State and Federal funds on a matching 
basis have been helpful in continuing the work of the RRPC to assist localities. 
May we take this opportunity to thank the members for their support, both 
financial and of their time. Planning is time-consuming and adopting of regu- 
lations frustrating but necessary if the communities are to profit from in- 
evitable growth and change. 
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The coming year will test further the ability and determination of com- 
munities to control their futurefs). The RRPC stands ready to assist in these im- 
portant efforts. We invite you to visit your office at 1 2 Wales Street.

STATE OF VERMONT 
Department of Social Welfare 
Montpelier, Vermont 

For the past three years this department, as a courtesy, has furnished to 
each town and city the amounts spent and people aided in each locality under 
the various Social Welfare programs. This information replaced the previous 
annual report to each town of the charges that had been assessed against their 
community for their share of State operated welfare programs. The enactment 
of the Social Welfare Act of 1967 eliminated sharing in State welfare costs at 
the local level and, as a result, the requirement for reporting to the towns. 

There has been a partial decentralization to welfare districts of the public 
assistance check writing process in an effort to equalize workloads and to 
more promptly render help to needy Vermonters. The checks are manually 
issued in the district offices and do not generate machine readable data input 
necessary to the computer program which has supplied the tables furnished 
on a town basis in the past. Producing the statistics by manual tabulation 
could not be justified in view of the expense involved in State tax dollars. 
Accordingly, the information is not being furnished to you this year. 

When the welfare system is computerized, the department will again be 
in a position to furnish each town with individual welfare statistics as an 
inexpensive by-product of essential operations for informational purposes.

We are certified under the Medicare Program, therefore, making our 
service available to citizens in your area who qualify under this program. 

This is a very needed service and we hope the people of the community 
will see the great need and support us so we may continue.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

1 hereby submit my annual report as Superintendent of Schools to the 
taxpayers of West Rutland. 

Mr. John Northrop was employed as Business Manager of the Rutland 
Central Supervisory Union District. Mr. Northrop has many years of accounting 
background and was Head Accountant of the Vermont Marble Company for 30 
years. Because the West Rutland school budget has risen so markedly in the past 
few years, a man of John Northrop's caliber and background was needed for 
accountability to the taxpayers. 

Margaret Bliss, a veteran teacher of 27 years to the West Rutland School 
District died on October 27, 1971 after a short illness. Miss Bliss was a friend to 
all and gave her free time willingly to work with children of West Rutland. All 
citizens, I am sure, and her colleagues will remember Margaret for her dedicated 
service and devotion to the children of West Rutland. 

Mary Mulhem, Home Economics teacher and Esther Nelson, School Nurse, 
after 21 years and 19 years, respectively, decided to retire from the West Rutland 
School System. Both women leave difficult voids to be filled. The School Board 
Directors, Colleagues and children of West Rutland wish them a happy, healthy 
and rewarding retirement. 

Even though there is a cloud of State High School Certification hanging over 
West Rutlands’ educational system, many new and exciting educational projects 
were started this year. 

During the autumn, the sixth grade pupils had an outdoor program of three 
intermittent days at Camp Betsy Cox in Pittsford, Vermont. The program was 
primarily designed to help teachers see their pupils in a different atmosphere, for 
guidance purposes. The side effects were overwhelmingly good. Natural Sciences 
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were taught and the children received first hand experiences with nature. Pupils 
and teachers came to know each other under a different set of circumstances. 
Socially the “underdog” achieved new status because of his ability to do things 
others could not do. Cliques of pupils were split because of new outdoor interests. 
Finally the classroom Natural Science programs had a much different meaning to 
the pupils once they returned to school. 

The Learning Disabilities program is in full swing. The Learning Disability 
teacher is working with elementary as well as high school students, to help pupils 
with remedial problems. Speech therapy is being practiced every day and the use 
of the child psychologist has been doubled. A part time home to school 
coordinator is creating an easier flow of communication between parents and 
teachers. 

A unique program to West Rutland and possibly to the State of Vermont is 
the “Introduction to Business” course being offered to the 7th graders. If all goes 
well, the course will be implemented in the 7th and 8th grades in September of 
1972. 

A new Ecology course, never before in West Rutland, is being taught to the 
high school students. 

A co-educational Home Economics chefs class was started this year which is 
a break from the traditional course that was offered. 

A T.V. Tape program was started. The educational advantage has gone 
beyond all expectations. Evening programs are being taped and being replayed in 
classes. School plays and musicals are taped and replayed to classes and parents. 
Reading programs are being taped and being replayed to primary grades. The 
program has opened an industry here-to-fore unknown to West Rutland students. 

The West Rutland Rotary sponsored a “Career Day” for the High School 
pupils. Twenty-four people from industry spoke of careers opened to pupils upon 
graduation from high school, technical school or college. The program was very 
successful. The planning for next year will also include the junior high students. A 
chosen life’s work is very important and one is never too young to plan for the 
future. 
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The girls of the system are being given opportunity to participate more in 
school activities. There is Organized Cheerleading from the 5th grade on. Girl’s 
softball and basketball teams have been started. 

During the summerand fall of 1971. West Rutland participated for a Federal 
Grant called the “Experimental School". Eventually there were approximately 30 
community workers who had, in the words of Winston Churchill, given “their 
blood, sweat and tears” to finalize the project. The plan was not funded, but many 
exciting thoughts were projected from the discussions of the different groups. 
Some of the ideas 1 heard were as follows; 

I. The 12 year olds know as much today as the 16 year olds of a short time 

ago. 


2. School Systems seemed to be modeled on a version of the adults own 
childhood. The school of our youth, for the most part, is a nostalgic non-existant 
past. 


3. Until the turn of the century. United States culture was agrarian in nature. 
Education was tied in with the past. The Industrial Revolution has changed this 
pattern and we are now teaching for the present. 

4. We are now in a Second Industrial Revolution and technology is changing 
our lives very rapidly. Our schools should be educating our youth not only of the 
past and present, but also of the future. 

CHANGE is the byword. 

One thought from the Experimental School group that came out loud and 
clear was that the local school reflected the major invested tax money in a 
physical plant and the school would be a logical place to use for community 
programs. The gain would be in making fuller use of costly facilities and thus a 
greater return on the tax dollar. 

The Community Group is presently working as an advisory committee to the 
School Board. Through a survey sent to taxpayers it was found that there is a 
large unused resevoir of talent among men and women in the community that can 
add insight into the West Rutland educational system. 
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At this writing, the following courses are being taught evenings — knitting, 
sewing, woodworking, folk singing, and child care. 

Meetings are being held with the Library Trustees to pave the way for a 
combination School and Town Library. The combining of the two programs will 
add books to the citizens library for community use. An added attraction is that 
the school plant will be alleviated of much needed space because of state 
requirements. 

As Superintendent. I hope that the enthusiasm of the group continues for 
community involvement is very much needed in our society today. 

In closing this report. I wish to express my appreciation to the West Rutland 
School Board of Directors, the Community Involvement Committee, the town 
officials and the citizens for their cooperation during the past year.

January 18— Our dental program started with Mrs. Dan Randall as our 
dental hygienist. 

January 19, 21— Permission slips were sent home for Oral Polio 
immunization in grades 1 through 8. 

January 25 — Permission slips for Oral Sabin were sent home at St. 
Stanislaus School. 

January 26, 28 — Completion of weighing, measuring, audiogram and 
audiometric testing for grade 8. 

February 4 — Oral Sabin clinics were held at St. Stanislaus School and Main 
Street School. Trivalent boosters (65), type I (64), type II (7), and type III (6) were 
given to 142 pupils at these clinics. Public Health Nurse, Miss Marion Segale, 
School Nurse, Mrs. Esther Nelson, and Recorder. Mrs. Leonard Digangi were in 
charge. 

February 9, 1 1 — Audiometnc tests were given at St. Stanislaus School for 
grades 1 through 8. 


March 9, 10, II, 12, 16 — Audiogram and audiometric tests were given to 
grades 10, 1 1, and 12. These students were also weighed and measured. 

March 17 — A make-up Oral Sabin clinic was held at the Main Street School. 
Trivalent type II (43), type I (7), and boosters (4) were given to 54 pupils. Public 
Health Nurse, Miss Marion Segale, School Nurse, Mrs. Esther Nelson, Recorder, 
Mrs. Robert Napolitano were in charge. 

March 18 — Audiogram testing, audiometric testing, weighing, and 
measuring were completed for grade 9.

March 23. 25, 26 — High school health records were completed. 


April 1 — I attended a meeting for school nurses at the Bardwell Hotel. 

April 13, 15 — Audiogram and audiometric testing was completed at St. 
Stanislaus school and the kindergarten school.

Report from August 31, 1971 to January 20, 1972 

A School Health Committee was formed comprised of Mrs. Jody Poljacik, 
Mrs. Mary McLaughlin, Mrs. Joan Bishop, Mrs. Joan Pluta, Mrs. Judy 
Bloomer, Mrs. Jean Napolitano, Mrs. Faye Wener, Mrs. Gladys DiGangi, Mrs. 
Mary Miller, Mrs. Mary Piontek, Mrs. Marcia Smith, Mrs. Dorothy Wilk, and 
Miss Patty Johnson, for the public school. Mrs. Vicky Bania, Mrs. Theresa 
Jankowski and Mrs. Helen Callahan for St. Stanislaus School. 

Three immunization clinics have been held on October 12 and 19 and 
November 19, 227 immunizations were given. 37 physical examinations were one 
by Dr. Frank Smolinski, accompanied by Public Health nurse, school nurse and 
members of School Health Department. 

Audio-Visual testing has been completed on students in grades 1 through 7, 
and grade 9 on the Main Street school, and grades 1 through 8 at St. Stanislaus 
School. Three students have been referred to VAC for further hearing 
evaluations. Thirty students were referred for further visual evaluation to their 
own opthaimalogist or optometrist. 

A Throat Culture Program has been established in conjunction with the 
State Department of Health in Burlington. Seventy-three throat swabs of date, 
have been sent to Burlington, 22 resulting in positive-beta strep infections. All 
children were referred to their private physicians, who then prescribed treat- 
ment for them. 

Dental-Brush-Ins were conducted by State Dental hygienist and school 
nurse for grades K. through 6 in the public school. 

A TB Tine Program was conducted on January 17 for grades 1 and 8, both 
schools, plus staff. 1 67 took advantage of this program. 

First-aid has been rendered to 651 students with referrels for follow-up care, 
being followed through. 

A Vitamin Program, sponsored by the PTO is in force in both schools, 
grades 1-6 for students that have parental permission. 
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Meetings pertaining to school health. School Health Programs and 
problems, legal aspects in school nursing, etc. were attended at Trinity College for 
3 days in August and October, at the Center for Neuroligal disorders and hearing 
disabilities at Central Vermont Hospital in Burlington, pertaining to Audio- 
Visual perception. 

Home visits have been made when needed or on parental request. Ill children 
have been transported when necessary. 

A dental hygienist will be available for cleaning and flouride treatments in 
March, April and May.

Exemptions 

The town has voted exemptions on new residences (for three years), on 
fraternal properties (for ten years) and on livestock (until revoked); and on new 
industrial properties, but none qualified in 1971. In 1971 these exemptions cost 
every taxpayer about seven cents of the S5.95 tax rate — residences about two 
cents, fraternal properties less than one cent and livestock a little over four 
cents — and under the present formula will also cost the town some amount by 
reducing state aid to West Rutland schools. 

Our poll tax census shows 1503 people over 21 living in West Rutland, of 
whom 375 were exempt: 277 because of age, 72 as veterans, their wives and 
widows, 26 in three other classes of exemption. In 1972 we must enroll all over 18. 

Veterans and their wives and widows must file with us before May 1, 1972 
claims for exemption and Veterans Administration certificates to obtain 1972 
exemptions. 

Reassessment 

Current sales show that land and buildings are valued too low in our grand 
list. When this happens the less valuable properties (probably) and the polls 
(certainly) are bearing more than their share of taxes. Obviously a reassessment 
of the town is called for, and obviously three part-time listers can’t do it. We have 
the following estimates of the cost of reappraisal: 
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Updating Reappraisal 


Vermont State Tax Department $7,000 $14,000 

Archibald & Hawthorne, Inc. 

professional appraisers 9,500 

The choice is between the State’s estimate of $7,000 to “update” their 1966 
appraisal and Archibald & Hawthorne’s estimate of $9,500 for a complete 
reappraisal. We see two disadvantages in an “updating”: it would tend to preserve 
mistakes that occurred in 1966 and since: and it would to some extent destroy the 
record of the appraisals in effect from 1967 to 1972. We urge the voters to 
authorize the town to engage Archibald & Hawthorne, Inc. to make a complete 
reappraisal, to be finished in time for the 1973 grand list, for $9,500, and vote a 
tax of seven cents on the grand list of 1972, and an equivalent tax in 1973, to pay 
for it. 

Lost taxes 

Our claim for lost taxes, rejected January 18, 1971 by the State Highway 
Board, was appealed to the State Tax Department; rejected by the State Tax 
Commissioner without a hearing; and appealed to the State Supreme Court 
which decided we must be heard. We are now waiting for the Tax Commissioner 
to appoint three appraisers to hear our appeal.

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REPORT OF WEST RUTLAND RECREATION COMMITTEE 

In March of 1971, the Selectmen asked for volunteer help to oversee a 
summer recreation program. A committee of town residents was formed, and 
weekly meetings began as of April in preparation for the summer program. The 
committee presented the Selectmen with their proposals for needed equipment. 
The Selectmen, who controlled all funds, reviewed our proposals and allocated 
the necessary funds. 

After interviewing candidates for playground directors, we hired Miss Jean 
Wiskoski and Mr. Richard Pietryka, both natives of West Rutland. They 
attended a state sponsored playground directors school at Green Mountain 
College, Poultney. We started on June 21, 1971 and continued for eight weeks. At 
each weekly meeting of the committee, our playground directors presented us with 
a program for the following week, at which time we screened for well rounded 
activities. All needed supplies were then purchased weekly by one of our 
committee. Our goal was to enable children to play in groups, both large and 
small, as well as to do things on their own. The arts and crafts programs were well 
received by the younger children, and in 1972, we hope to develop more arts and 
crafts for the older children. 

Due to the closing of Sobotka’s for renovations, our directors conducted an 
afternoon playground session with varying attendance. This proved to be difficult 
because of the extreme hot weather. However, our morning session attendance 
exceeded one hundred children which was more than in recent years. This 
summer our new swimming area will eliminate the need for an afternoon 
program. We are very proud to say that our equipment was returned in excellent 
condition with no losses. At the end of the program and with the children’s 
cooperation, we sponsored a picnic with a special Olympic Day format. It is 
hoped that this will become an annual event. 

The entire program went extremely well with our limited equipment and 
personnel, as the numbers in regular attendance indicated proof of its success. We 
wish to publicly thank the Selectmen and the many people who donated their 
time to help us achieve our purpose.
